1. SUMMARY: AS REPORTED REFTEL, COORDINATING COMMITTEE 

AUG 29 SET UP WORKING GROUP TO PROPOSE COMMITTEE/SUB-COMMITTEE 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR SECOND PHASE. WORKING GROUP SUBMITTED COMPROMISE 
PAPER TO COORDINATING COMMITTEE AUG 31, PROVIDING FOR 3 
COMMITTEES AND 12 "SUBSIDIARY WORKING UNITS" TO MEET ACCORDING 
TO FIXED SCHEDULE DURING EIRST 8 DAYS OF SECOND PHASE. COORDINATING 
COMMITTEE WILL REVIEW ARRANGEMENTS NOT LATER THAN OCT 1 
AND ADJUST WORKING SCHEDULE IF REQUIRED. END SUMMARY. 

2. STRONG SOVIET PRESSURE WAS RESISTED BY SMALLER COUNTRIES, WHO 
UNABLE TO COVER LARGE NUMBER OF SIMULTANEOUS COMMITTEE 
MEETING, AND BY OTHER WESTERN COUNTRIES WHO FELD PACE PROPOSED 
BY SOVIETS WAS UNREALISTIC. COMPROMISE SOLUTION TABLED 

AUG 31 PROVIDES FOR 4 SIMULTANEOUS SUB-COMMITTEE 
MEETINGS MORNING AND AFTERNOON DURING FIRST 8 WORKING 
DAYS OF SECOND PHASE WITH 2 ADDITIONAL SUB-COMMITTEE 
MEETINGS ON 3 OF OF THESE DAYS. THESE ARRANGEMENTS ARE 
CONSIDERED PROVISIONAL AND WILL BE REVIEWED BY COORDINATING 
COMMITTEE NOT LATER THAN OCT 1. (COMMENT: SMALLER 
COUNTRIES WILL CERTAINLY FIND IT PARCTICALLY IMPOSSILBE TO 
KEEP UP WITH PROPOSED SCHEDULE AND WILL INSIST ON SLOWER 
PACE WHEN COORDINATING COMMITTEE REVIEWS ARRANGEMENTS.) 

3. COMMITTEE/SUB-COMMITTEE STRUCTURE GENARALLY FOLLOWS 
SECTION OF HELSINKI RECOMMENDATIONS SPECIAL WORKING BODY WAS 
SET UP TO CONSIDER SECTIONS OF HELSINKI RECOMMENDATIONS 
(PEACEEUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES) AS DESIRED BY NEUTRALS. IN RE- 
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SPONSE TO SIVIET PROPOSAL FOR WORKING GROUP TO CONSIDER PARA 53 OF 
HELSINKI RECOMMENDATIONS (FOLLOW-UP TO CSCE) COORDINATING COMMITTEE 
AGREED TO SET UP A WORKING GROUP ON THIS SUBJECT AT APPROPRIATE 
TIME. 

4. TEXT OF AGREED WORKING ARRANGEMENT EOLLOWS, INDICATING
